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(54) VERSION MANAGING METHOD 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To reduce man-hour and cost for version up by 
performing update processing for transferring the program of the 
latest version from a server and a client terminal and for storing it 
in a program data base. 

CONSTITUTION: A server 30 reads version information from a 
version managing data base 33 and transmits it to a client terminal 
35. A version decision part 36 at the client terminal 35 compares 
that version information with version information stored in a 
version managing data base 39 and decides whether a program 
preserved at the client terminal 35 is updated or not when the 
information is not matched and when it is judged not to update 
that program, conventional processing is performed. When it is 
judged to update the program, the update processing is performed 
to transfer the program of the latest version from the server 30 to 
the client terminal 35 and to store it in a program data base 38 of 
the client terminal 35.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] It distinguishes whether it has rating for performing circuit processing which connects a server 
and a client terminal, entering a user-identification child and a password, and a user being able to use the 
network concerned. When system version information is transmitted from said server to said KURAANTO 
terminal, Whether the program version which said client terminal holds [ the program version in said system 
version information ] is in agreement judges. When the program version in said system version information 
is in agreement with the program version which said client terminal holds It processes conventionally which 
processes according to various menus, such as e-mail and an electronic bulletin board. When the program 
version in said system version information is not in agreement with the program version which said client 
terminal holds It judges whether said program which said client terminal holds is updated. When it is judged 
that said program which said client terminal holds is not updated, it processes conventionally [ said ]. When 
it is judged that said program which said client terminal holds is updated The version control approach 
characterized by including performing the update process which transmits the program of the latest version 
from said server to said client terminal, and is stored in the program database of said client terminal.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the version control approach for managing the system 
version of a terminal unit by distributing a program through a network in the computer system which used 
the network. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] According to the social request, the spread of downsizing-izing of a computer 
system in recent years is being enhanced. In the conventional computer system centering on a main frame, 
although just the renewal of the program of a host computer was enough as version up (renewal of 
programs, such as a functional addition and functional modification) of software, if a computer system turns 
into the so-called server client mold system which consists of a server and a client terminal, a system 
program will be needed for both server and client terminal, and it fully needs to consider about those 
maintenance eggplants. 

[0003] For this reason, install of a system program and the activity of version up [ whether it installs in 
hardware directly at the shipment origin of software, and ships to a user, and ] Or [ whether it installs in a 
user s place by bringing the floppy disk or data cartridge in which the engineer stored the system program 
to a user's place, and ] or [ or / sending the medium which stored the system program to a user, installing 
in a users SE and being given, when a user requires special SE ] — it is carrying out by which approach.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] The METENANSU approach of the system program in the 
computer system of the conventional server client mold system which was mentioned above When there 
are a time of there being version up of a system program, bug correction, revision, etc. Since installing in a 
shipping agency collectively is impossible, version up of a system program must be worked in the place of 
the user who is the destination of a computer system. When the user of a large number called especially 
hundreds is developed nationally, a huge activity man day starts and it has the trouble that the costs for it 
are also large. Moreover, since dispersion is in the technical force of a users SE when it installs in a users 
SE and is given, there is a problem that there is anxiety in respect of dependability. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The version control approach of this invention performs circuit processing 
which connects a server and a client terminal. When it distinguishes whether it has rating for entering a 
user-identification child and a password and a user being able to use the network concerned and system 
version information is transmitted from said server to said KURAANTO terminal, Whether the program 
version which said client terminal holds [ the program version in said system version information ] is in 
agreement judges. When the program version in said system version information is in agreement with the 
program version which said client terminal holds It processes conventionally which processes according to 
various menus, such as e-mail and an electronic bulletin board. When the program version in said system 
version information is not in agreement with the program version which said client terminal holds It judges 
whether said program which said client terminal holds is updated. When it is judged that said program which 
said client terminal holds is not updated, it processes conventionally [ said ]. When it is judged that said 
program which said client terminal holds is updated, it includes performing the update process which 
transmits the program of the latest version from said server to said client terminal, and is stored in the 
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program database of said client terminal. 
[0006] 

[Example] Next, the example of this invention is explained with reference to a drawing. 
{0007] The flow chart Fig. in which drawing 1 shows one example of this invention, the block diagram 
showing the relation of a server and a client terminal, and drawing 3 are the explanatory views showing the 
contents of the update process in the example of drawing. 1 . [ in / in drawing 2 / the example of drawing 

[0008] The example of drawing 1 checks the user-identification child (identification code: ID) and password 
(PW) which the user entered in step 1 1, after performing circuit (R> drawing 2 2 reference) processing 
which connects a server 30 and the client terminal 35 in step 10 first. When the user-identification child 
(identification code: ID) and password (PW) which were entered are the thing of normal, it shifts to step 1 2 
and version judging processing is performed. 

[0009] In step 1 2, as shown in drawing 2 , a server 30 transmits it for version information from the version 
control database 33 to the version transmitting section 31 to the client terminal 35 to read-out The 
version judging section 36 of the client terminal 35 It compares with the version information which has 
stored the sent version information in the version control database 39. When it judges that the version 
information stored in the version control database 39 is the newest thing It shifts to step 14 and processes 
conventionally, and when it judges that the version information stored in the version control database 39 is 
old, processing performs processing according to various menus, such as e-mail and an electronic bulletin 
board, conventionally in step 14 which shifts to step 13. 

[0010] In step 13, a user is notified of the version information stored in the version control database 39 of 
the current client terminal 35 being old, and the decision over subsequent processing is urged. Since this 
notice is performed to a user each time when the version information sent from the server 30 differs from 
the version information stored in the version control database 39 of the client terminal 35, it is effective in 
preventing an updating failure. The decision over after treatment is either of decision of continuing 
processing as it is, without performing renewal of a version, and decision of performing renewal of a 
version. It shifts to step 14 at the time of decision of not updating a version, and shifts to step 15 at the 
time of decision of updating a version. 

[0011] The update process in step 15 has the following three update modes, and is processed according to 
a user's operating condition. 

[0012] (1) the mode (2) which updates for all programs The mode (3) which updates only a new program by 
the version information of the client terminal 35 the mode which updates only the program of specification 
[ a user ] — proper use in the mode of these — for example The mode of (1) is used [ the case where 
abnormalities occur in a transfer, and ] in the middle of the case where a great portion of program serves 
as a candidate for updating, and updating to collect into another directory and store. The mode of (2) is 
used to end renewal of the target program for a short time. The mode of (3) is used, when a specific 
program is destroyed by a certain reason during employment, or when eliminated. 

[0013] The processing by the mode of (1) transmits the chart of all programs from a server 30 to the client 
terminal 35, the client terminal 35 advances the Request to Send of a program in an order from the chart, 
and the program received from the server 30 by this is stored in the client program database 38. After 
storing of the program which required is completed, as shown in drawing 3 , the contents of client side 
version control table 55a stored in the version control database 39 of the client terminal 35 are rewritten 
by the contents of the server side version control table 51 stored in the version control database 33 of a 
server 30, and client side version control table 55b is updated. 

[0014] The processing by the mode of (2) transmits updating time information from the client terminal 35 
to a server 30, and a server 30 chooses only a program newer than the information based on it, and 
transmits the chart to the client terminal 35. The client terminal 35 advances the Request to Send of a 
program in an order from the chart, and the program received from the server 30 by this is stored in the 
client program database 38. Termination of storing of the program which required updates a client side 
version control table similarly in the case of being (1). 

[0015] The processing by the mode of (3) transmits the Request to Send of a specific program from the 
client terminal 35 to a server 30, receives the program, and stores it in the client program database 38. In 
this case, renewal of a client side version control table is not performed. 

[0016] After the update process in step 15 is completed, it shifts to step 16 and a verification judgment is 
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made. 

[0017] The verification decision in step 16 outputs the message for making a user choose whether 
actuation for investigating whether the program which updated in step 15 is normal is performed, and 
decision is urged to it. When it is judged that it verifies, it shifts to step 1 7, and when it is judged that it 
does not verify, step 1 7 is skipped and it shifts to step 1 8. 

[0018] In step 17, the program which updated in step 15 is again received from a server 30, and it 
compares with the program previously stored in the client program database 38. This activity is 
**************** to the chart used in step 15. After the processing in step 17 is completed, it shifts to 
step 18. 

[0019] In step 18, by the updated new program, the message for making a user choose whether it 
processes conventionally is outputted, and decision is urged. When it judges that it processes 
conventionally, it shifts to step 14, and when it judges that it does not process conventionally, in order to 
terminate processing, it shifts to step 19. 

[0020] In step 19, circuit processing for cutting connection between a server 30 and the client terminal 35 

is performed, and a series of processings are ended. 

[0021] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, the version control approach of this invention System version 
information is transmitted from a server to a KURAANTO terminal. Whether the program version which a 
client terminal holds [ the program version in system version information ] is in agreement judges. When 
the program version sent from the server is not in agreement with the program version which a client 
terminal holds, It judges whether the program which a client terminal holds is updated. By performing the 
update process which transmits the program of the latest version from a server to a client terminal, and is 
stored in the program database of a client terminal when it is judged that it updates It is effective in 
becoming possible to work automatically the version up of a system program which was being 
conventionally performed with the help, therefore effective in the activity man day and costs for version up 
being reducible. Moreover, since it installs in a user's SE and it becomes unnecessary to be given, there is 
effectiveness which can improve dependability and to say.
